Be On McGovern Ticket 


WASHINGTON (API - Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey said to­ 
day he will not be the running 
m ate of Democratic presiden­ 
tial 
nominee 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern. 
But he declined, to answer a 
reporter's 
direct 
question 
on 
whether or not McGovern had 
offered 
the 
vice 
presidential 
slot to him.. 
“ FU not be on the ticket,” 
said Humphrey in an interview.

The Minnesota senator met 
with McGovern at least three

Forest Fire 
Still Burning 
In California 


BIG SUR, Calif 
(AP) - A 
forest fire in the Ventana Wil­ 
derness Area which has forced 
the flight of more than a thou­ 
sand vacationers, residents and 
hippies roared toward the Big 
Sur River today. 
The fire, fanned by 40-mile- 
per-hour winds, had burned 3,- 
500 acres in Las Padres Nation­ 
al Forest, destroying some of 
the famed redwood trees of the 
rugged Big Sur Country. 
The Big Sur is the home of 
hippie communes 
and is fa­ 
vored as a retreat by celebri­ 
ties. 
The blaze, started by an ille­ 
gal campfire on private land 
Tuesday, consumed brush and 
timber sucked dry by hot tem ­ 
peratures and unseasonably low 
winter rainfall. 
No dwellings, or other build­ 
ings have been lost in the fire, 
but 
many 
have been threat­ 
ened. There have been no re­ 
ported deaths or injuries. 
A force of 1,200 men fought 
the blaze, which was rated 35 
per cent contained. A dozen ae­ 
rial 
tankers, 
helicopters 
and 
bulldozers 
also 
were 
being 
used. 
Forestry 
officials 
hoped 
to 
hah the fire at the Big Sur Riv­ 
er. One section of the fire was 
within a half-mile of the river. 
“ If she jumps across the riv­ 
er.

Christians differ in their constitution­ 
al makeup, they differ in their receptiv­ 
ity of light, and they also differ in their 
ability to perform. I’ve met church mem­ 
bers who were sorely tried because they 
could not perform, they thought, com­ 
parably with another. Self-disappoint­ 
ment in many of these cases expressed 
itself in discouragement, lack of confi­ 
dence and sometimes jealousy. 
We must learn to accept ourselves, and 
this includes our strong points and our 
weak ones. But to accept a fact of weak­ 
ness is not to settle for the weakness. 
Rather, we as Christians above all others 
should seek to enlarge our capacity, to 
increase our usefulness, to promote our 
happiness. AH of us can by the grace of 
God overcome certain handicaps and 
improve our talents and live a fuller life.

Some of the people whom I respect 
most are those who have by the grace of 
God applied themselves in prayer and 
discipline so that they have ou^rown 
shyness and emerged from crippling 
fears into a radiant and useful life. They 
are testimonies to God’s power to trans­ 
form a cooperative life. 
Our goal should never be to perform as 
someone else performs. The motive is 
wrong in this case. Our motive should be 
change in order to glorify God through 
an improved life.

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Irish Tourism 
Is Casualty Of 
Religious War

DUBLIN (APV — Northern 
Ireland's bombings and shoot­ 
ings have shattered the tourist 
industry in the Irish Republic 
to the south, and there is no 
glimmer of hope for the fore­ 
seeable future . 
Hotels throughout the Emer­ 
ald Isle are virtually empty as 
foreign visitors generally pass 
Ireland by. 
Many hotels keep a skeleton 
staff on to cater to the chance 
guest. In remote regions sev­ 
eral will have to close Aug. 31, 
once the peak of the season. 
“The tourist season this year 
is just a nonevent,’ one hotel 
operator complained. “We can 
blame it entirely on the North­ 
ern troubles. 
Many people 
abroad just don’t realize that 
the Republic is peaceful.” 
The Irish Tourist Board esti­ 
mated that perhaps a million 
visitors have been lost. It said 
there are 31 per cent fewer vis­ 
itors from Britain this year, 
and 18 per cent less o:ver-all. 
Several big sports e vente 
scheduled for Dublin were can­ 
celed after a mob burned the 
British Embassy last February. 
Joe Malone, head of the Irish 
Tourist Board in the United 
States, reported a 10 per cent 
drop in the number of Ameri­ 
can visitors. 
‘American 
travel 
agente 
keep writing and phoning us, 
asking, ‘What about the insur­ 
rection in Dublin?’” Malone 
said. “We are fighting for ev­ 
ery scrap of business and than 
wondering whether we can hold 
it.” 
The violence has been re­ 
stricted to the six counties of 
Northern Ireland, which is un­ 
der British rule. Irish tourist 
officials say it is hard to con­ 
vince 
Americans 
that 
the 
trouble rarely spills over the 
border. 
One bright spot in the gloom 
is that Irish vacationers can 
now have reasonably priced 
holidays in their country’s best 
resorts. And the bargains are 
being snapped up by thousands 
of Irish living in Britain who 
know that the volence is con­ 
fined to the North.

Egypt, Libya Announce Plan 
To Unite Adjoining Countries 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The leaders of Egypt and 
Libya announced plans Wednes­ 
day night to unite' 'their adjoin­ 
ing countries and set Sept. 1, 
1973, as the target date. 
A joint communique was 
broadcast by Cairo and Ben­ 
ghazi radio stations following a 
three-day meeting in Libya be­ 
tween President Anwar Sadat 
of Egypt and Col. Muammar 
Kadafl, chairman of Libya’s 
ruling Revolutionary Command 
Council. It said the two leaders 
reached “a historic decision” to 
establish a “unified political 
leadership” that will work out 
a plan for union. 
Egypt and Libya already are 
linked in the seven-month-old 
Federation of Arab Republics, 
with Syria as the third partner. 
A Libyan - Egyptian delegation 
was sent to Damascus to in­ 
form President Hafez el Assad 
of the agrément by Sadat and 
Kadafl. 
Assad said he was following 
the talks “with happiness and 
satisfaction,” Egypt’s Middle 
East News Agency reported. 
But the right-wing Beirut news­ 
paper Hayat reported that the 
leftist Syrian regime was upset 
by Sadat’s recent expulsion of 
Soviet advisers and did not 
want the Egyptians to worsen 
relations with the Russians by 
moving closer to Kadafl, a mili­ 
tant anti-communist. 
In an earler attempt at Arab 
unity, the late President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser founded the 
United Arab Republic with Syr- 
iai in 1958. It collapsed in Sep­ 
tember 1961 after a coup in 
Syria. 
The Sadat-Kadafi commu­ 
nique in its preamble under­ 
scored the Arab struggle with 
Israel. It Mid; 


* ’The imperialist and Zionist 
challenge, symbolized by the 
1967 aggression and the at­ 
tempts by U. S. imperialism and 
world Zionism to make it an 
accomplished fact, cannot be 
met, whatever help we get 
from our friends, unless Arabs 
unite behind Egypt, the spear­ 
head of the confrontation.” 
It seemed likely that the 
move toward unity, proposed 
by Kadafl in February, was 
spurred by the refusal of the 
Soviet Union to sell Egypt the 
offensive arms the Egyptian 
generals wanted for a renewal 
of the war on Israel. Presum­ 
ably the Egyptians are hoping 
to use some of Libya’s huge oil 
revenues to buy the arms. 
In Israel, commentator Dov 
Yinon said in a broadcast on 
the state radio that the agree­ 
ment might increase prospects 
of a new Arab-Israeli war. But 
diploméis in Washington, re­ 
calling the numerous unsuc­ 
cessful attempts at Arab unity, 
foresaw no immediate change 
in the situation in the Mddle 
East. 
Sadat and Kadafi agreed to 
set up seven joint committees 
to write a constitution, organize 
a joint defense force, merge 
their legislative, judcial, eco­ 
nomic, administrative and fi­ 
nancial systems, and make 
plans for unity of education, 
science, culture and informa­ 
tion.

George 
Wallace, who said a week ago 
he would not run this year un­ 
der a third party banner. 
Asked if there were any 
chance the governor might ac­ 
cept a draft, T. Coleman An­ 
drews Jr. of Richmond, Va., 
the party’s national chairman, 
told a reporter, “absolutely 
not.” 
Earlier in the day Tom Tur- 
nipaeed, a Columbia, S.C., law­ 
yer and former national cam­ 
paign manager for Wallace, in­ 
sisted he had received “plenty 
of encouragement” for Ms as­ 
sertion Wallace would accede 
to a genuine draft. 
However, 
Tumipseed 
ac­ 
knowledged he had not spoken 
to the governor since the 
D e m o c r a t i c national con­ 
vention, at wMch time he said 
Wallace had told. Mm: “If 'the 
American people want me, I 
will not turn them down.” 
Schmits* statement said he 
had talked with Wallace “at 
length by telepbona” in the 
past few days. 
“He assured me most sin 
cerely and unmistakeahly that 
the present condition of his 
health wlU not permit his tak­ 
ing any further part in the 
presidential election of 1972, 
even by having his name print­ 
ed on any state ballot,” 
Schmitz said. 
Schmits, 41, a Roman Catho­ 
lic, was bom in Milwaukee and 
is a former Marine pilot and 
college instructor. Hia political 
career began with election to 
the California Senate In 1964. 
The congressman’s allies con­ 
tend President Nixon went all- 
out to defeat Mm last June. 
They said Schmits, a member 
of the ultraconservative John 
Birch Society, had angered Nix­ 
on by refusing to change Ms 
principles and policies. 
The only serious potential ri­ 
val of Schmits was Lt. Gov. 
Lester Maddox of Georgia, who 
'plans to address 'the delegates 
Friday, the day the presidential 
candidate is to be chosen. 
Asked about vice presidential 
prospects in the American par­ 


ty, Schmitz mentioned party 
chairman Andrews, Nashville 
columnist-publisher Tom An­ 
derson—who is to address the 
convention tonight—and author­ 
ess Phyllis Schafly. 
Richard Kay, the Cleveland 
attorney who has been cam' 
paigning for the party’s presi­ 
dential nomination since last 
year, said at a news conference 
Wednesday he would propose 
an honorary presidential nomi 
nation of Wallace. 
About 2,000 delegates and al­ 
ternates are attending the con­ 
vention at Freedom Hall, a few 
miles south of downtown Louis­ 
ville.

Main Street Christian Church 
and their guests were treated 
to a fascinating tour of historic 
Rush County 
churches

Mrs. Tom Bishop. 
The pilgrimage was inspired 
by a club program prepared for 
this sesquicentennial year by 
Mrs. Bishop entitled “Faith of 
Our Fathers,” in which the 
founding of many Rush County 
congregations was traced. For 
the 
tour, 
Miss 
Bishop 
had 
prepared maps locating each 
site to be visited, along with 
a brochure containing a brief 
description of the founding of 
the church and other interesting 
information. 
The visits 
were 
limited to churches established 
before 1850. 
The group left the parking lot 
of the church at 10 o’clock and 
before departing from Rushville 
they paused to inspect four sites 
in the southern part of the city; 
the 
second 
home 
of 
the 
Methodist congregation in Rush­ 
ville at the intersection of Third 
and Morgan Streets (now part 
of the Odd Fellows Hall); the 
b u i l d i n g 
erected 
by 
the 
Disciples of Christ in 1850 at 
2nd and Morgan Streets (now 
housing the Boys Club); the 
parking 
lot 
west 
of 
the 
American Legion on First Street 
where the Presbyterians built 
their second church in Rush­ 
ville: 
and the 
spot on the 
southeast corner of Julian and 
Third 
where 
the 
Methodists 
built their first log structure 
(the home of Mrs. Iva Smith 
stands here now.) 
The first stop in the country 
was at the Little Flat Rock 
C h r i s t i a n 
Church, 
first 
established 
as 
a 
Baptist 
congregation in 1821. In the 
adjoining cemetery, the grave 
site of John Thompson and 
family was pointed out by Rev. 
Roy Helms. Elder Thompson 
was influential in establishing 
Disciple Churches at Orange, 
Ben Davis, Rushville, Columbia, 
and Connersville, as well as 
Little Flat Rock. Next church 
to be visited was Ben Davis, 
established in 1829. In addition 
to the older part of the building 
(erected in 1853), the group 
toured the educational rooms 
which 
have 
been 
added 
in 
recent years. 
Fairview 
Christian 
Church 
and the site of the old Fairview 
Academy, the site of the old 
Falmouth M. E. Church, Plum 
Creek 
Christian, 
Raleigh 
Christian, the site of the East 
Fork Flatrock Baptist Church, 
the Ebenezer Presbyterian, and 
the site of the Shiloh United 
Presbyterian were then located 
before the 
group paused in 
Center township to tour the 
facilities of the Center Christian 
Church. It was organized as a 
Free Will Baptist congregation 
in 1837. The next stop was at 
the Carthage Friends Church, 
established in 1839. 
The high point of the tour was 
a stop at the A. M. E. Church, 
known as the Beech Grove 
Church which is north of Car­ 
thage. 
Mrs. 
Lucille Burnette 
and Mrs. Lavonne Phillips of 
Carthage presented the history 
of the congregation established 
in 1832 by free colored people 
from North Carolina who had 
settled in the area as early as 
1828. 
The 
historic 
wooden 
structure 
is the scene of an 
annual 
Homecoming 
of 
the 
congregation the last Sunday in 
August, and people from all 
sections of the United States 
return to meet friends and 
relatives for a day of religious 
inspiration 
a n d 
fellowship. 
Members of the tour group 
enjoyed a picnic lunch in the 
rustic setting on the lawn of 
“The Beech.” 
Next stop on the tour was 
made 
at the Walnut 
Ridge 
Friends Church, established in 
1827. The meeting house and 
Sunday 
school 
rooms 
were 
toured by the group. In this 
same area, pauses were made 
at the sites of the Riverside 
F r i e n d s 
Church 
and the 
Franklin M. E. church. The 
¿roup also drove to the Little 
Blue River Church of Christ, 
o r g a n i s e d 
in 
1830, 
and 
frequently referred to as the 
Leisure Church, because of the 
number of members of that 
family who have been active 
members. Stops at the Han- 
negan Christian Church and at 
the site of Ball’s Chapel, a 
M e t h o d i s t

comleted the tour for the day.

“ By Sunday I was a basket 
case.” she said. ‘‘You lose so 
much privacy way up there.” 
Mrs. Eagleton. wife of Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton who saw 
his career peak and plummet in 
one short week, said in an in­ 
terview that she was relieved 
when he and Democratic presi- 
d e n t i a 1 
nominee 
George 
McGovern announced Eagleton 
would withdraw from the tick­ 
et. 
“He felt the same way I 
did.” Mrs. Eagleton said of her 
husband’s 
comments 
to her 
after the dramatic press con­ 
ference Monday night. “I was 
on the phone when he got 
home. He came over and kissed 
me. He was sort of philosophi­ 
cal about it. He knew if George 
McGovern thought this was the 
best course to take, then it was 
fine with him.” 
Mi s. Eagleton said she was 
neither 
depressed 
nor 
dis­ 
appointed by the decision that 
made her husband the only 
American ever to accept and 
then reject a major-party vice- 
presidential nomination. 
‘‘I was hoping this would be 
the decision they’d come to, 
frankly,” she said. “I think a 
presidential election is too im­ 
portant to spend three months 
talking about what happened 
six years ago.”
